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Reorganization, Metro-Stations, 
Greenbriar Buck-Passing, GHI Topics

At its Thursday, June 14, meeting, the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
board of directors formed the committee structure for the upcom¬ 
ing year. In addititon it accepted with commendation the final 
report of the Home and Garden Tour and acted favorably on a 
motion to be represented at a hearing on ‘‘Transportation Alterna¬ 
tives.” 


The board abandoned last year's 
practice of limiting committee 
membership to board members. 
Five standing committees will 
serve during the coming year: 

1. Executive - chairman, James 
Smith, Joseph Comproni, Thomas 
White, Hugh O’Donnell. 

2. Finance - chairman White, 
Theodore Byerly, Howard Brooks. 

3. Planning, Engineering and 
Maintenance - chairman O’Donnell, 
Donald Volk, Tony Lynch, Byerly, 

4. Member and Community Rela¬ 
tions - chairman Comproni, Stephen 
Polaschik, Volk. 

5. Member Complaints - chairman 
Polaschik, Brooks. Lynch. 

Two non-board members will be 
added to the finance committee. 
Five non-board members will be 
named to the Planning committee 
thereby outnumbering the board 
members by one. The same situa 
tion will exist on the Member Re¬ 
lations committee when they add 
four non-board members. 

Transportation Story 

In a memorandum to the board, 
Volk summarized the issues to be 
discussed by the Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation to be held 
on Saturday, June 16. Under con¬ 
sideration will be the location of a 
Metro station and the widening of 
the Baltiniore-Washington Parkway, 
Volk suggested that the board go 
on record as favoring one of the 
three Metro locations situated along 
the B&O right-of-way over the two 
possible locations near the inter¬ 
section of 1-95 and 1-495. The board 
approved that and his recommen¬ 
dation that they “oppose any ‘im¬ 
provements’ which will change the 
essential parkway character” of the 
B-W Parkway. Specifically cited 
was opposition to “any widening 
which would destroy the median 
or the buffer between the road and 
the adjacent users of land, and any 
use of the Parkway by trucks ” 
Greenbriar 

Director White requested the 
board to obtain the services of the 
corporation attorney to keep tabs on 
the Greenbriar sewage treatment 
plant situation. Members of the 
board seemed to feel that there was 
spme buck-passing going on be¬ 
tween the city council and Dr. Per¬ 
ry Sterns, county health officer. 
Each seemed to want to get the 
other to make the decision as to 
whether the point of discharge met 
the city’s criteria. 

Plans are currently being held in 
abeyance since a pipeline must be 
constructed across NASA and the 
space agency is reviewing an en 
vironmental assessment. White sug¬ 
gested that the corporation attorn¬ 
ey, Albert Ginsberg, should make 
appropriate inquiries of the State 
Department of Health to see if it 
was proper for them to issue a 
point-of-discharge permit before 
the applicant had obtained neces¬ 
sary easements. 


Appeal of Contempt Citation 

The appeal of Rhea Cohen’s con¬ 
tempt citation will be heard by the 
Special Appeals Court of Maryland 
in Annapolis on Tuesday, June 26 
at 9:30 a.m. Circuit Court Judge 
Perry G, Bowen cited Ms. Cohen 
for contempt at last December’s 
trial involving a suit filed by local 
citizens against the use of Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission parkland for 
the Largo sports arena. 


Center School PTA

Robert Ellis, principal of Center 
School will be honored by parents 
and teachers at a reception on Sun¬ 
day, June 24, at 3 p.m, in the 
school auditorium.

GHI Responds to Lawsuit 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc., through 
its attorney, Albert Ginsberg, has 
responded to the suit filed by Eun¬ 
ice Coxon, et al. against the cor¬ 
poration and seven GHI board 
members. The corporation is seek¬ 
ing dismissal on the grounds that 
the petitioners failed to state a 
cause of action against the defend- 
ents either in equity or law. 

Coxon, along with nine other GHI 
members, had filed a petition for 
writ of mandamus and declaratory 
judgment on April 30, 1973. Gins¬ 
berg, in his reply, states that the 
petition failed to allege any facts 
for a mandamus nor was there any 
prayer for a writ of mandamus. He 
further alleges that the general re¬ 
lief requested by the petitioners 
cannot be obtained in a mandamus 
action. 

Ginsberg concluded his demurrer 
by charging that the petition does 
not set out a justiciable controversy. 
The petition, he said, is merely ask¬ 
ing for an advisory opinion and is 
not the proper subject for a de¬ 
claratory judgment suit. Ginsberg 
referred to the issues raised by the 
suit involving the 1973 fiscal year 
budget as “no longer in controver¬ 
sy” and thus moot. 

Festival Award To 
Outstanding Citizen 

The Greenbelt Labor Day Festi¬ 
val will present for the first time 
a recognition award for an out¬ 
standing citizen, male or female, 
of Greenbelt. The recipient will be 
announced during the Opening 
Ceremony, August 31. 

Six judges will be selected, three 
male and three female with a resi¬ 
dency of five years. Judges cannot 
be nominees for the award. Festival 
Steering Committee members are 
excluded as judges and as recipi¬ 
ents. 

The recipient must be a resident 
of Greenbelt and will be judged on 
service influencing the entire com¬ 
munity. A city or organizational 
employees may be a recipient only 
for activities for which the tm 
ployee is not paid. Current elected 
officials or political candidates will 
be excluded from consideration. 
Nominations will be accepted only 
during the month of July; written 
resumes can be submitted either by 
individuals or organizations by 
sending them to: Mrs. Barbara 
Lawson, 7062 Hanover Parkway, 
Greenbelt, tel.

City Taxpayers Get 5* Rebate, 
County Rate Reduced 20 Cents

Greenbelt residents, as well as other Prince Georges county 
taxpayers, are in for a 20-cent cut in the county property tax 
rate as a result of the $322 million budget approved by county 
council on June 15. The new county tax rate is $3.37 per $100 
assessed valuation. To achieve this tax reduction, the council cut 
$6.9 million from county executive William Gullett’s proposed 
budget, most of it from school board and capital spending. 


Council To Inspect 
Sewage Stream 

Greenbelt city council had some 
second thoughts last week on the 
best procedure for resolving the 
question of whether the on-site 
Greenbriar sewage treatment plant 
will discharge its effluent into a 
free-flowing stream. County Health 
Officer Perry Stearns had asked for 
city comments on the decision of 
the State Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene approving the pip¬ 
ing of the effluent to a point of dis¬ 
charge near the’ exit ramps to the 
Goddard Space Center. The SDH- 
MH had ruled that the unnamed 
tributary to Beaver Dam Creek was 
free-flowing at this spot. 

At its June 11 meeting, council 
bucked the question back to Stearns, 
asking him whether he agreed with 
the State’s findings. Apparently 
feeling the heat of citizen dissatis¬ 
faction with the situation, council 
at a special June 19. meeting reop¬ 
ened the subject. 

A resolution was adopted by 
unanimous vote asking the city 
manager to arrange a field trip for 
council to the point of discharge 
and inviting Dr. Stearns and a hy¬ 
drologist from the State Department 
of Water Resources. The city man¬ 
ager was also directed to hire a 
hydrologist to determine if the 
stream is free-flowing at said point 
qf discharge, should such determin¬ 
ation be deemed necessary by coun¬ 
cil after the field trip. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld, who 
introduced the resolution, said that 
the majority of city council had or¬ 
iginally recommended that county 
and State approval of the sewage 
treatment plant be based on maxi¬ 
mum dilution of the effluent and 
the piping of said effluent to a lo¬ 
cation in the stream where it is 
free flowing. Since the council mem 
bers do not have the expertise to 
decide these questions, he thought 
the most appropriate procedure at 
this time in light of Dr. Steam’s 
query was for the city to hire its 
own hydrologist. 

Council member Rhea Cohen wel¬ 
comed the suggestion, noting that 
it was similar to the suggestion she 
had made at the June 11 meeting. 
She also thought that the council 
should broaden its inquiry to in¬ 
clude such questions as to the down¬ 
stream effects of the effluent. 

Amer. Legion Benefit Dance 

The American Legion is spon¬ 
soring a dance at the Greenbelt 
Post June 29 from 9 p.m. to 1 a.m.

In addition, the approved budget 
allows $664,628 for rebates to the 
county’s 28 cities and towns for 
services provided by both municipal 
and county government. Green- 
beilt’s share will be $32,211. 

City Acts Fast 

The Greenbelt city council wasted 
no time in passing the rebate on 
to the city taxpayer. At a special 
meeting on Tuesday, June 19, the 
council authorized a credit of 5 
cents on the city’s property tax 
rate of $0.97 per $100 assessed 
valuation. This means that the 
city’s tax rate for 1973-74. in effect, 
will remain the same as its 1972-73 
rate of 92 cents. 

The county council adopted Gul¬ 
let’s proposal that the tax rebates 
be made directly to the municipal¬ 
ities instead of to the individual 
taxpayers. The rebates will cover 
services provided by the city which 
are provided by the county in non- 
municipal areas. These include leaf 
collections, special trash pickups, 
snow removal, animal control and 
street lighting. 

Gullett had refused to include 
police services on the grounds that 
the county provides such services 
throughout the county regardless 
of where a citizen resides. Despite 
municipality opposition, Gullet’s 
position was upheld by the county 
council. 

White Tries in Vain 

Francis White, vice-chairman of 
the county council, who authored 
the original tax differential bill 
adopted by the county council in 
November 1972, tried unsuccessfully 
to amend the budget to include re¬ 
imbursements for municipal police 
services. Greenbelt would have 
qualified under this proposal for 
a rebate of $222,756. 

Greenbelt city council members 
were busy all week trying to round 
up votes for White’s motion. Coun¬ 
cil members Dick Pilski, Charles 
Schwan, and Elizabeth Maffay were 
also lobbying all Thursday at Up¬ 
per Marlboro. In the end, White’s 
motion received support from only 
two other county counctlmen. 

Opposition 

Opposition to the motion appar¬ 
ently centered on the feeling that 
the measure would encourage pro¬ 
liferation of municipal police de¬ 
partments without any provision 
for adequate standards. Also, the 
proposal would have cost an addi¬ 
tional $1,180,102 in tax rebates. 

White expressed regret at the 
failure of his motion to pass, but 
felt that the coming year would 
see opposition to his motion fade 
away. He thought that adequate 
standards for police departments 
could be devised. He also hoped 
that the coming year would see 
resolution of a legal question raised 
by the county Office of Laws as .to 
whether the tax differential law 
could operate by setting up special 
taxing districts.

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Greenbriar Sewage 

To the Editor: 

''Not interested" is how Green- 
belt's mayor summed up the city 
council majority's attitude about 
the Greenbriar sewage treatment 
plant during a public meeting this 
spring. I had asked that a city staff 
member be sent to the State Health 
Department in Baltimore to get the 
latest plans to dump treated sew¬ 
age into the wooded valley behind 
the North End frame homes of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 

Since October 1971, when I first 
exposed the developer’s proposal to 
put a package sewage plant on the 
garden apartment tract, four-fifths 
of this city’s council have tried to 
head off all discussion of the pro¬ 
ject 

Last week I said that we owe it 
to Greenbelt citizens to hire a hy¬ 
drologist to determine the flow char ¬ 
acteristics of the stream. My reas¬ 
on is that while a continuous year- 
round flow of surface water is, in 
my estimation, a necessity to pro¬ 
vide dilution of sewage effluent as 
a safety factor, the quantity of the 
flow should be sufficient to cause 
significant dilution. In other words, 
a trickling stream would be insuf- 
ficent to dilute 325,000 gallons per 
day of treated sewage. 

Also last week I attempted to 
find out from the developer just 
what the sewage plant would spill 
into Parcel 1. My inquiry was ruled 
out of order, but it was not the first 
time in the past year and a half. 

Regular readers may not realize 
that the News Review has given 
either very scant coverage or none 
at all to several Greenbriar prob¬ 
lems, including the problem of the 
city council’s unwillingness to pur¬ 
sue lines of inquiry about the pen¬ 
ding development. 

Greenbriar treated sewage, based 
on figures in State Health Depart¬ 
ment and Water Resources reports, 
would contain a daily load of phos¬ 
phates equivalent to a dozen large- 
size sacks of Scott’s Turf Builder. 
Combined with a massive dose of 
nitrates, this would speed over¬ 
growth and decay A higher salt 
content and a lower acidity level 
than are natural for the valley 
would quickly alter local animal and 
plant life. Not only the sight and 
smell, but also the safety of Par¬ 
cel 1 would be changed by “Efflu¬ 
ent Creek” — it would bring resi¬ 
dents into contact with more hum 
an bacteria and viruses than at pre¬ 
sent. 

Building permits appear to have 
been issued illegally because the 
sewage treatment plant 1) is not 
a permitted use in the R-30 resi¬ 
dential zone, and no zoning action 
was taken to allow it; 2) was not 
shown on the plans the county 
council approved in the 1971 spe ¬ 
cial exception proceedings, and in 
fact the presently planned sewage 
plant site was represented at that 
time as being part of the required 
green area and recreation space, 
thereby violating the terms of the 
special exception grant; and, 3) is 
not shown on the current adopted 
County 10-Year Sewer Plan for 
either location or point of discharge, 
and according to State health law, 
building permits can be issued for 
a sewage treatment plant only if it 
conforms to the Plan. 

An overflow pipeline is designed 
into one of the on-site sewage 
pumping stations, which, in case of 
power brown-out or mechanical 
breakdown, would pour raw sew¬ 
age into a storm drain that empties 
near or onto the new senior high 
school property. Such bv-pass lines 
are commonly built into sewage 
treatment facilities, as the Green¬ 
belt Save Our Community Commit 
tee and the Prince Georges Envi¬ 
ronment Coalition warned 18 
months ago. Both groups success 
fully pressed tha city and county 
councils to prohibit bypass lines on 
the Greenbriar tract and to require 
a standby generator. Present plans 
show no hook-up from the sewage 
plant generator to the pumping 
station in question. 

These and several other matters 
demand more, much more, consid¬ 
eration by your city council. Viola¬ 
tion of our Master Plan and our 
Community Goals (which state that 
sewage treatment in Greenbelt 
should be handled by permanent 
sewage facilities of the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission) and

More on Greenbriar Sewage 

To the Editor: 

It was very interesting to read 
in your account of the city council 
meeting of Monday, June 11, that 
the Greenbriar issue can be likened 
to “Watergate”. That may be truer 
than you realize. 

It is unfortunate that the record 
of the News Review can not com¬ 
pare to the vigorous reporting of 
the Washington Post, I am sure 
that the several citizens who were 
in attendance at that meeting were 
probably wondering if they really 
were there after reading the doc¬ 
tored account of your reporter. 

Mr. Pilski conducted the meeting 
as if he were the chairman of 
the board of the Greenbriar project. 
There is something peculiar about 
his overzealous advocacy of the pro¬ 
ject, but that does not excuse his 
rude and discourteous treatment of 
Greenbelt citizens. 

Mr. Weidenfeld contributed his 
usual specious reasoning that the 
Glen Ora condominiums would be 
a worthwhile development in 
Greenbelt because there is such a 
great need in Greenbelt for homes 
to which apartment residents can 
move. That’s fine, but to where 
are the Greenbriar people going to 
move? Perhaps Weidenfeld would 
consider future expansion of the 
Greenbriar plant to 1,500,000 gal/day 
to serve townhouses on parcels 
1 and 2 to which the Greenbriar 
residents could move. 

Mrs. Maffay, at least questioned 
whether the desirability of Glen 
Ora townhouses was outweighed by 
the risks of expanding the sewage 
plant capacity. 

It is clear that Mr. Schwan, the 
author of the resolution which gave 
city approval to the sewage plant, 
is not very diligent in seeing that 
all the provisions of that resolution 
are being carried out. His condi¬ 
tion on removal of pollution caus 
ing nitrates has been totally ignored 
by the developer and the State 
Health Dept. His condition for 
fail-safe mechanisms is subject to 
scrutiny, especially in regard to 
the pumping stations which are an 
integral part of the proposed plant. 
His condition for a defined method 
of sludge disposal has also been 
ignored. His condition for piping 
the sewage effluent to a point in the 
stream where the flow is not inter 
mittent has been misinterpreted by 
the developer and the State Health 
Dept. This was the concern of Dr. 
Stearns, the county health officer 
in his letter to the city. 

At the very least. se\'eral of the 
citizens present at the council meet 
ing suggested that it was about 
time that council stop listening to 
the developer and take action that 
would protect the interests of 
Greenbelt citizens and that they 
could do this bv obtaining the ser¬ 
vices of a professional hydrologir 
or limnologist who could provide c * 
scientific report to the city on the 
nature and assimilative capability 
of that stream valley in regard to 
receiving a large amount of treated 
(?) sewage effluent. 

The developer was present to read 
a legalistic letter addressed to Dr. 
Stearns which in effect was stating 
that the city of Greenbelt has no 
rights in this matter and stop de¬ 
laying my project or you will be 
held responsible for mv losses — 
this he is saying to a health officer 
who is carrying out his duties to 
protect the health of P. G Co. resi¬ 
dents. 

Of course, we couldn’t expect the 
News Review to report as I am 
in this letter, but it would be nice 
to read accounts that approach 
what actually happened, rather 
than the fairy tales we are treated 
to by your reporters.

Mr. White’s 
course would have meant abandon¬ 
ment of council's position to influ¬ 
ence the county and state. Council 
took the path that permitted it to 
maximize its influence.

Abuse of Trash Service 

To the Editor: 

Driving around Greenbelt the 
last few weeks has acquainted me 
with a new problem confronting 
G.H.I. This one, however, is one 
we can all do something about. 
The problem is the illegal dumping 
of refuse along the city streets and 
walkways. 

Recently, in G.H.I. areas, I have 
seen mattresses and box springs. 
VW fenders, transparent plastic 
bags containing discarded medi 
cines, perfumes, household clean¬ 
ers and insecticides - in addition 
to the normal amount of pasteboard 
boxes, leaves and grass trimmings. 
Aside from the hazards to the men 
who haul this junk to the city's 
landfill, I would like to ask what 
happens to the child who is hurt 
while playing in or near these 
trash heaps? What of the un¬ 
marked medicine bottle, not quite 
empty, with no antidote listed; or 
the broken flourescent lamp tube 
waiting to slash a vein? 

The asking price seems to me to 
be too high for a “free” service. 
The price may only have to be 
paid because the “free” service is 
abused. Boxing and bagging the 
trash, placing it in one’s own yard, 
where it can be controlled, and call¬ 
ing the city at 474-8000 will result 
in its removal within one or two 
days. (In my own experience, it 
has never been more than three 
days!) 

My points here, in closing, are 
that: (1) The service is being ex¬ 
tensively abused. (2) The service is 
not free. It costs tax dollars to col¬ 
lect, truck and dispose of the junk 
we generate. (3) It costs far less to 
dispose of bagged leaves and grass 
by composting and far less to handle 
“hard” trash such as discarded 
household items which are proper¬ 
ly boxed and tied. (4) Glass and 
newspapers, including pasteboard 
boxes and containers, should be 
recycled. (5) Poisons, chemicals and 
auto parts should not be disposed 
of by dumping them in common 
areas. 

Further abuses could result in 
injury or death and will certainly 
result in curtailed service by the 
city or a tax increase to support 
it.

CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTION T 973-3 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬

OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION 
AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL”, SUB¬ 
TITLE, “HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE

conditioner thermostat. ' 

Set a comfortable daytime 
temperature and leave it. * 

75°’to 78 ’ is recommended 
(if that'snot comfortable, check 
your insulation.) Lowering the 
temperature five degrees can increase 

your costs up to 30%. At night, or if you don’t expect to be home 
during the day. you can turn the temperature up a degree or two 
and save more. Another good idea is to keep your air conditioner 
tan running even when the cooling unit has stopped. This circulates 
the air and will keep the cooling unit from coming on so often.
